THE INSTITUTION. 

The Training School is situated in 
Landis Township about one mile from 
the Borough of Vineland, New Jersey. 
From the corner of Main and Landis 
Avenues our property line runs south 
across Chestnut Avenue to Washing- 
ton Avenue and east on Landis about 
twenty-five hundred feet, the plant 
comprising about 00 aeres, Of this 
about 2dacres ure in lawns, groves, 
ete., nearor surrounding the buildings, 
and the balance consists of orchards, 
truck gardens and general farm lands. 
Besides this, we have a tract of 20 
acres about four miles distant where 
the children go camping each year. 
The camp contains several rough 
wooden buildings and tents; there is a 
shallow running stream, a splendid 
growth of laurel and huckleberries 
and all the woods to wander in that 
could be desired. 
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OUT OF DOORS. 

On the farm was raised last year 
over 450 tons of feed, 1000 bushels of 
grain, 10,000 Ibs. of fresh meat, 1000 
dozen eggs, 105,000 quarts of milk, 
400 bushels and 1500 quarts of fruit 
and 4200 bushels and 6000 bunches of 
vegetables, to say nothing of 2500 
heads of cabbage and 3500 of lettuce, 
1000 dozen of sweet corn, 2 tons of 
pumpkins and 300 watermelons. The 
interesting part about this is that not 
only did we have none’to sell but our 
children ate it all and asked for more. 
This gives an idea of the large amount 
of fruits, vegetables and milk our large 
family needs and gets.

About one thousand feet east of the 
orchards lying just south of one of the 
groves in a pretty, peaceful and sunny 
spot, is our cemetery—‘‘God’s Acre”’ 
or ‘‘Our Greenwood” we eall it, and 
here are lovingly cared for the graves 
of those of our children whose friends 
preferred to have them rest here 
where they were most at home.

Our lawns have no ‘‘keep off the 
grass’’ signs and our beautiful tree- 
lined drives are much used in taking 
walks. The groves, whieh contain 
swings, hammecks, ete., are thoroly 
enjoyed The birds and squirrels 
furnish much of interest to the child- 
ren, 
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At the ‘‘play corner’’ is found the 
ball field, band-stand, merry-go-round 
and zoo, the enjoyment of which never 
The zoo contains squirrels, 
rabbits, guinea pigs, monkeys, coyotes, 
deer, several kinds of birds anda _ wolf 
—all the gifts of thoughtful friends.

From the top of the tower of Garri- 
son Hall the spectator is struck by the 
symmetry of the whole plant. In 
every direction stretch the green 
lawns and gardens dotted with build- 
ings, 


THE NORTH COTTAGES. 


Our buildings are too widely separ- 
ated on our lands to mix the groups or 
make the least feeling of crowding, 
and yet they are near enough so that 
we can furnish heat, power and water 
from the central plant. They naturally 
divide into four groups. 


The north group consists of four 
grey brick cottages and two cosy 
frame ones, all facing toward Landis 
Avenue from which they are separated 
by a wide extent of lawn. 


As you enter the grounds the first is 
the Superintendent’s Cottage. The 
second, the Moore Cottage given to us 
by the late Rev. R. B. Moore, D. D., 
for many years one of our Directors. 
In this are cared for twenty-seven 
boys. 


The third is the Wilbur Cottage with 
fifty-one girls. Between Moore and 
Wilbur is a pretty lawn with a number 
of beautiful flower-beds, whieh is du- 
plicated between Wilbur and the 
fourth cottage—the Maxham. These 
flower beds are the gift of Mr. David- 
son, our Treasurer, and each year he 
keeps them fullof pretty and attractive 
flowers. 


The Maxham gives accommodations 
to thirty-five girls as well as many of 
the officers, teachers and other em- 
ployes. Here too are the offices of 
the School. This cottage was the gift 
of Mr. B. D. Maxham, who watched 
the institutiongrow from its incipiency. 


Next is the Seguin Cottage, settled 
in a little grove of beautiful, massive 
oaks. It has nineteen girls, who re- 
quire extra care. Last in this group 
is the Keller Cottage, which we have 
just acquired. Thirteen boys live here. 
During the summer this will probably 
be remodelled and better fitted for our 
children than it is now.

The School was founded and incor- 
porated as a public charitable institu- 
tion in 1888 by a number ofthe philan- 
thropic citizens of the State. It is built 
upon the cottage plan, sothat close class- 
ification is possible, and is intended to 
give care and training to those children 
whose mental condition prevents their 
attending the public schools.

Please do not give money direct to 
children. If you wish some child to 
have any money to spend, see that 
some employe takes charge of it, 
otherwise some other child may beg it 
from the one for whom you intended 
it. 

The addition at the South of Robi- 
son Cottage is the last building erected. 
We wish you to notice the large dor- 
mitories, dining and day-rooms and 
the sanitary bath-rooms. 


Many pieces of the children’s work 
will be found for sale. These make 
interesting souvenirs to take home or 
send to friends. We shall ship any 
pieces purchased to any point if you 
do not wish to earry them with you. 
Those who make their purchase s early 
in the day are requested to leave them 
on the tables until the close of the ex- 
hibition, so that all may have a chane 


to see them. 


Milking begins at 3.45 and is one of 
the interesting things to be seen. The 


entire job of milking is done by the 


boys and all milk is weighed before 
being taken from the barn. The 
amount furnished by each cow is eare- 
fully recorded in the herd book so that 
we may eliminate those cows which do 
not give the required amount. 


BE SURE TO SEE 


The Library in Maxham Cottage. 
This is the gift of the Board of Lady 
Visitors. They have just added a great 
many new volumes. The Library is 
the north west tower room. 


The beautiful Crimson Clover in the 
field east of the Hall. This makes 
very fine hay for cattle. 


The Pianola in Moore Cottage. This 
was given us by Mrs. R. B. Moore, of 
Vineland, and furnishes much happi- 
ness to all. 


The Sehool Children’s Gardens south 
of the Hall. They are the work of 
the chiidren who attend day sehool 
and form a very pleasant part of the 


regular class work. 


The Laboratory which is found on 
the second floor of the Industrial Build- 
ing west of Garrison Hall. Enter by 
the east door and turn to the left at 
the head of the stairs. As this repre- 
sents in the most graphic manner the 
new work we have been doing this 
year we are anxious that all interested 
shall see and understand not only what 
is being done here but also its bearing 
on the great questions of edueation. 
Here as in all other portions of the 
vrounds we hope everyone will feel 
free to ask questions, The only 
questions which we may not answer 
are those relating to the peculiarities 
and personalities of the children. 


The Stable and Dairy-barn. We 
think our cattle and horses are well 
worth looking at. Attention is called 
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to the records which are found on the 
cards at the head of each stall. These 
show the amount of milk given each 
year by the various cows. The younger 
stock at the west end of the barn 
should also be seen. 


The Groves which are found at 
various points on the grounds; they 
are a source of enjoyment to all. 


The Truck Gardens between Main 
Road and the central group of build- 
ings. You will be pleased with what 
you see at this point. 


The various fields of the farm. 
Wherever there are white stakes it is a 
sign that experiments are being carried 
on at those points. 


THE SOUTH COTTAGES. 


At the south east corner of the 
South Group is the Josiah Wistar Hos- 
pital. This is a well equipped brick 
building with a present population of 
seven, none of them seriously ill. 
Newly planned facilities for hydro- 
theraputie treatments add greatly to 
the efficiency of the Hospital. 


Next is the Cattell Cottage with 
fifty-six large boys, and joined to it by 
a brick corridor is the Robison (the 
gift of Miss Jane S. Robison of 
Rhode Island) with seventy-seven 
smaller and brighter boys. 


Crossing the wide. play-field contain- 
ing the band-stand we come to two 
cottages; Itard, containing fifty-two 
children and the H. C. with seven who 
require very special care and attention. 


Far to the west, almost on Main 
Road, is the large boys cottage (Bridg- 
man) where eighteen find their homes. 
These boys have a club and through 
its influence and control the entire dis- 
cipline of the group is managed. As 
may be imagined the rest of the in- 
stitution feels the moral effect of this. 





OTHER BUILDINGS. 


The most important building in the 
Central Group and perhaps the most 
important on the grounds is Garrison 
Hall. Thisis the center of the train- 
ing department and the regular school- 
rooms are situated herein. On the 
upper floor will be found the class 
rooms for Wood-working, Basketry, 
Reading and Language, the Band and 
the hall for Physieal Training. A 
special exhibit of work will be dis- 
played here. On the first floor is the 
Prinecipal’s office and school rooms for 
Numbers and Nature study and Sew- 
ing. The auditorium and stage occupy 
the rest of the space. 


The short walk west leads to the In- 
dustrial Building on the first floor of 
which are the store rooms for groceries, 
meats and dry-goods. The canning 
room is also on this floor. Upstairs 
are the Shoe, Tailor, Mat and Mattress 
Shops, also Mending, Netting and 
Weaving rooms. Occupying the entire 
south end is the Paidological Labora- 
tory. We have a number of impor- 
tant pieces of apparatus for the carry- 
ing on of our research work and many 
ways of testing a child’s powers. A 
dark room with a complete phoio- 
graphie outfit adds to the facilities of 
this department. 


The fourth group consists of the 
outer buildings, the carpenter and 
paint shops, the greenhouses (which 
have furnished us with greens and an 
abundance of flowers all winter), the 
donkey stables, the zoo, the merry- 
go-round, the poultry houses and 
piggeries, the stable and our fine cow- 
barn. These buildings are all substan- 
tial and neat. Part of our training 
consists in keeping them tidy, clean 
and sanitary.
